GERMANY. 

Lonpon, February 13 ~A Berlin dispatch 
says byt few clericals and no progressists 
were present at the opening of the reichstag. 
Particular attention was attracted to the 
fact thatno mention was made of the much 
talked of Austro-German alliance in the 
speech, 

Prussia has presented in the bundesrath a 
bill prohibiting foreign yesse!ls from engag- 
ing in the coasting trade of Germany, ex- 
cept where the right is acquired by treaty 
ar by special permission, ‘Ihe draft of the 
bill for the prolongation of the anti-social- 
ist law shows that it is proposed to extend 
its Operation to the Slst of March, 1886. 

In the reichstag to-day Count Von Arnim 
Baylzenburg was elected president of the 
chamber, receiving 154 out of 244 valid 
votes. Herr Von Bennigsen received 89 
votes. Herr Frankenstein, of the centre, 
was elected first vice-president by 164 votes 
—2 blank ballots having been cast in addi- 
tion—and Herr Hoehlder, national liberal, 
was elected second yipe-president by 149 
votes, with &2 blanks. Herr Hoeblder has 
not yet arrived in Herlin, and it is not 
known whether he has accepted the office. 

In the lower house of the Prussian diet 
today the remainder of the budget bills 
passed their second reading. Prussia’s 
matricalaiory contribution to the empire is 
set down in the budget at 43.641,753 marks. 
The revenue and expenditure foy the finan- 
cial year of 1880-81 are each estimated at 
798,985,580 mashes, ordinary expenditures at 
760,296,090 marks and the extraordinary 
outlay 38,761,650 marks. 

FRANCE 

Lonpon, February 183,—The Paris corre- 
spondent of the Times, commenting on the 
speech of Premier Freycinet in the cham. 
ber of deputies on the subject of amnesty, 
yesterday, says; ‘‘Nathing could be more 
propitious than this reassnirng speech, 
representing France governed and pro- 
tected, and es er enemies of the 
right to say that she is handed over to 
rioters and anerchists. It may not indeed 
make proselytes among the decided adversa- 
ries of the republic, but it will enable those 
who desire a stead y and reapectable republic 
to rally around it,’

it had been arranged that representatives of 
the powers should hold aconference on the 
affairs of Morocco, which would probably 
take place in Madrid, and would be highly 
beneficial to Spain.

New York, February 13.—The_ First 
National bank of Westport, Conn., was 
rubbed Wednesday morning by a gang of six 
mgsked men, whose work, both in the 
planning and the execytion, shqws them 
to be experts. Although the amount of 
booty secured was probabiy not over $3,000, 
the robbers came near getting a yery Jarge 
haul, roughly estimated at $200,040. 
The business of the bank was done in the 
first story of oneof a row of three threesstary 
brick buildings.
